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Whol Go in The Rapture? 


(Continued ) 


It is plain from the Scriptures, that 
Jesus in His last advice to His fol- 
lowers, made it clear that there was an- 
other Comforter that He was going to 
send them after He returned to His 
Father. This is too plain in the Scrip- 
tures to be denied. 

We go to Acts 2:4 and there we have 
the first evidence of this Comforter, how 
He came and what He did; how He used 
the tongues of those who received Him, 
and no man can contradict this experi- 
ence. In Acts 10:44-48 we have a clear 
record of the Gentiles receiving the Holy 
Ghost, speaking in tongues, and magnify- 
ing God. In Acts 19:1-7 we have another 
evidence of the receiving of the Holy 
Ghost. This is a doctrine well known to 
the Christian world today and there is 
hardly a twelve-year-old child in the 
United States and in Christian commun- 
ities across the sea that doesn’t know 
about this wonderful blessing. 

Our subject is “Who'll Go in the Rap- 
ture?” I am going to make a plain state- 
ment. I believe it will take the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost to complete our sal- 
vation. Then perfect obedience must fol- 
low. It is a fact that men will be held 
responsible for that that they know. I 
will grant you that this is true. But in 
the face of the plain Word of God, 
Christ’s work on earth, His promise to 
the waiting company in the upper room, 
the descent of the Holy Ghost, and His 
working powers among the apostles and 
on down through the ages, it is too plain 
for us to make a mistake concerning His 
working powers and the evidence. 

There are seven distinct periods spok- 
en of in the Scriptures, which range ap- 
proximately a thousand years each with 
the exception of the church age or the 
grace dispensation in which we are now. 
The first one was Innocency. This was 
the dispensation of Adam and Eve in 
the garden. The next one was Conscience. 
After they were driven out they were 
conscious of transgression. God visited 
them and directed their lives. The next 
one was Human Government. After the 
flood, in place of ruling for God man 
ruled for himself, but God continued to 
visit and talk with him. The next one 
was Promise—God’s covenant with 
Abraham. He continues to visit and send 
angels to direct and guide him in the 
ways that He would have him go. The 
next was Law. In this dispensation man 
was brought face to face with obedience 
to the commandments given to Moses by 
the Lord Himself. Then we have the dis- 
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pensation of Grace, or the church age. 
This began with the crucifixion of Je- 
sus, the apostles and prophets who fol- 
lowed Jesus and took up His work after 
His death and introduced this gospel of 
salvation through Jesus Christ. This dis- 
pensation has lasted almost two thousand 
years and takes in the seven church 
stages which will end at the rapture. We 
wili have a period of tribulation of seven 
years, then the seventh dispensation, 
which is the Millennium. This will be a 
peaceful reign with Christ of a thousand 
years. 


We haven’t time to discuss the obli- 
gations upon the human family in these 
dispensations but we do know that all 
who lived up to the commandments in 
the different dispensations were justified. 
It seems that there were many overcom- 
ers all along. Enoch was translated before 
the flood. Noah and his family were 
saved by the ark which is a type of the 
raptured saints missing the tribulation 
week. Matt. 27:51-53 shows clearly that 
when Jesus came forth many of the 
bodies of the saints were resurrected, My 
opinion is that all who had lived up to 
the requirements came forth and went 
up to paradise with Jesus. It is said that 
they appeared unto many and of course 
the people knew some of them. 


I believe it is plainly taught in the 
Word that in this grace dispensation or 
church age, the Holy Ghost is the stand- 
ard of the fulness of Christ. There are 
varied teachings among the holiness folks 
concerning this question, but there is one 
thing that will strengthen the argument 
and that is that you CAN receive Him 
if you'll meet the condition, and you can 
go in the rapture with the Holy Ghost, 
so why try to make it without Him? 
The oil that they had in their vessels rep- 
resents the Holy Ghost or Holy Spirit 
all through every dispensation. It was the 
beaten olive oil that the Jews used for 
lights. The Holy Ghost is spoken of as 
cloven tongues of fire, as a teacher, and 
a light, and in this dispensation He is the 
counsellor for the hearts of men. Mil- 
lions have received Him with the Bible 
evidence which is speaking in tongues. 
The dead in Christ are spoken of as be- 
ing raised first. My piece to-day is not 
to the dead but to the living. We will 
have to leave the dead in the hands of 
God. No man can tell how close one may 
get in their passing moments, and what 
blessings they may receive as they face 
the end, but to the living I say, why will 
you be in doubt when you can have the 
unmistakable evidence of His abiding 


presence? 

In these last days when millions of 
people are receiving the Baptism with tne 
evidence, we feel that every one should 
make this preparation. The experience of 
those who have paid the price and fully 
consecrated, is that they become wholly 
sanctified after being born again. As they 
pray and praise God the Holy Ghost 
comes in and takes up His abode with no 
unmistakable evidence. Shouting is not 
the evidence of the Baptsim because 
thousands have been able to shout when 
they were justified or born again. That 
company that Jesus led out as far as 
Bethany returned with joy. This would 
indicate what we term shouting or prais- 
ing God. On the day of Pentecost when 
the Holy Ghost came in He used the 
people in the upper room in a way that 
attracted those about .hem, and remem- 
ber, these people were followers of Jesus 
with their names written in heaven. 
They returned. from the ascension of Je- 
sus with great joy, and it is said that sev- 
enteen nationalities heard them speak in 
their own tongues wherein ‘they were 
born, the worderful works of God. 

Several places in the Bible the mighty 
and holy people are spoken of, who are 
tribulation saints, The company spoken 
of in Dan. 8:24 is beyond all question 
the tribulation saints. Also in Dan. 11:32 
they are all tribulation saints. The com- 
pany in Rev. 6:9-11 is tribulation saints, 
also in Rev. 7:4-8. The company in Rev. 
7:12-15 is tribulation saints. 

I believe the foolish virgins had made 
every preparation except the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. The only distinction is 
that the foolish had no oil in their ves- 
sel. They were plainly admonished to go 
to them that sell and buy for themselves. 
They must have obtained the blessing for 
they came back saying, “Lord, Lord, . 
open unto us,” but He answered and 
said, “Verily, verily I say unto you, I 
know you not.” He didn’t say, I never 
knew you. The inference is that, “I 
know you not in this special time, which 
is the time of the rapture.” All alike have 
lamps but two facts fix the real status 
of the foolish virgins. They took no oil 
and the Lord said, “I know you not.” 
Oil is a symbol of the Holy Ghost. 

Dear readers, I plead with you not to 
turn this aside lightly, I feel that the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost is very es- 
sential and is, I am afraid, of more value 
than many think. Why be careless and 
meet this time unprepared? Of all the 
horrible things that I can think of, it is

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CONDITION IN EUROPE TODAY 


Psa. 2:1-3, ““Why do the heathen rage, 
and the people imagine a vain thing? 
The kings of the earth set themselves, 


and the rulers take counsel together, 
against the Lord, and against his 
anointed, saying, Let us break their 


bands asunder, and cast away their cords 
from us.” 


As we think of the condition of Eu- 
rope today we see them without any 
knowledge of the Word of God what- 
ever The priests and authorities have ad- 
vised and conducted their religious work 
in a way that has kept the masses from 
knowing or having in their possession 
the written Word of God. The outlook 
for heart-felt religion in Europe is dark 
indeed. America and England _ with all 
their churches, Sunday Schools, and the 
Bible in the hands of the people are quite 
different, and yet there is a tide of un- 
belief raging in America, also in Eng- 
land, against heart-felt religion. But we 
are assured that the God of heaven who 
sitteth on His throne will laugh at them 
and shall have them in derision.

“But this one thing I do, forgetting 
those things which are behind, and reach- 
ing forth unto those things which are be- 
fore, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus.”

This is one of Paul’s greatest state- 
ments. The last cord has been cut, not 
even a glimpse earthward from now on. 
He is one hundred per cent for Jesus. He 
has no partnerships, no middleground. 

1. It means that the will of the Lord 
is his highest aim in living. Every thought 
must converge on that point. Nothing 
else is desired, no plan or thought for 
anything else, 

2. All of his activities are in that di- 
rection. “This one thing I do.” We can 
do the will of God. It is the most pleas- 
ant way, it is the way to get the best 
and most worth while out of life. But it 


requires whole-hearted effort, no half- 
way work will do in this. 
3. It is a personal matter, ‘“‘this one 


thing I do.” Paul did not expect others 
to work it out for him, nor that it 
would just happen, and we need not 
either. Things do happen, marvelous 
things, but it is when we fully surren- 
der to God, trust fully in Him, with 
obedience to the things He requires. 
There can be no failure when we come 
squarely up to God’s standard. 

4. God has made ample provision that 
all may go the way that Paul went. In 
each duty or condition God will give 
grace. Some one has said, “I have a single 
track mind and can think and do only 
one thing at a time.”’ Good, this is well 
enough, if you do the right thing. So 
many think they can do a multitude of 
things well and yet fail in all. Try put- 
ting more attention to the one thing. 

§. Patience is needed in living this 
life and running the Christian race. How 
often we fail to see the results that we 
expected at once. No doubt this was true 
with Paul and many other Bible charac- 
ters. God is not always in a hurry, Haste 
often makes waste, and would spoil many 
of us. For a long time some have 
“reached,” longed and prayed. Pray on, 
brother, God is working. 

6. Paul looked to the final reward. He 
did not live for the present. He said 
there is a crown laid up “for that day.” 
For the present it is work, suffer, watch, 
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and pray. It will not be long, the day is 
rapidly drawing nearer. What a great day 
it will be, the day of the reward in glory. 





“CAN THAT BE SACRIFICE” 

To talk of sacrifice when we are liv- 
ing on the “fat of the land,” to pose as 
martyrs when we have had only a few 
scratches is ludicrous and absurd. Few 
of us have gone to the depths of self- 
denial. It is an age of pampering, ener- 
vating, sinning indulgence. Strong char- 
acter is not forged on such an anvil. 

David Livingstone, who spent his life 
battling with physical hardships, disease 
and savagery, said: “For my own part 
I have never ceased to rejoice that God 
has called me to such an office. People 
talk of sacrifice I have made in spending 
so much of my life in Africa. Can that 
be called sacrifice which is simply paid 
back as a small part of a great debt ow- 
ing to our God, which we can never re- 
pay? 

“Is that a sacrifice which brings its 
own best reward in healthful activity, 
the consciousness of doing good, peace of 
mind, and a bright hope of a glorious 
destiny hereafter? Away with the word 
in such a view and with such a thought! 
It is emphatically no sacrifice! Say rather 
it is a privilege.”

WEST DEVON, P. E. I., Can.—Dear 
Evangel readers, perhaps some of you 
have been wondering where we are and 
what we are doing. At the Maine state 
convention in September a number of us 
began to tarry and seek the Lord con- 
cerning where He would have us work, 
and while we were praying the Holy 
Ghost spoke to us to come to this island 
and work for God. This had not been 
our plan but when the Lord made it 
plain we were ready to do our best to 
obey.

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Bible School Echoes 
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A Week in Bible School 
Sunday—the day of all days with the 
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students here in school for we get a 
chance to refresh ourselves mentally, 
physically, and, above all, spiritually. 


Sunday morning we arise a bit later than 
on other mornings, except Saturday. We 
start the daily routine of making our 
beds, putting the room in order, and giv- 
ing ourselves the proper personal care. 
By 7:30 we are assembled in the dining 
room for breakfast. After breakfast there 
is a short period of time for shining 
shoes, a final review of the Sunday 
School lesson, and such other last-minute 
jobs as come just before church time. 

Attendance at church Sunday morn- 
ing and evening is required; however, if 
it weren’t there would not be many who 
would wish to miss these services, espe- 
cially the Sunday School. It is not that 
we enjoy a different kind of organiza- 
tion that makes attendance so desirable, 
but that some one has a nugget of truth 
that he has found during the week and 
has hoarded to be spent at this special 
occasion. Oftentimes we listen to a lec- 
ture from our teacher, at other times we 
comment on the lesson ourselves, but 
whichever it be, we had just as soon miss 
one of our classes during the week as to 
miss the class in Sunday School. 

“Students are to be at all meals on 
time.”” That’s Rule Number 1 under Din- 
ing Room Regulations; however, it is not 
the violation of a rule we are trying to 
avoid when we appear in the dining room 
for dinner so promptly after the service. 
The reason is that we do not care to miss 
the meal that is setved on Sunday be- 
cause it is a change from the regular 
course of meals. And listen, if you have 
something, some nicety or otherwise fas- 
tidious delicacy, that you had thought of 
sending a friend or relative here in 
school, send it. If you don’t know how 
it will encourage us, how happy it will 
make us feel, and how glad we will be 
to boast of “our best friend’s taste” or 
“our mother’s cooking,” just place your- 
self in our position and imagine your 
emotions. 

Whether or not it is announced in the 
dining hall is immaterial; it’s generally 
understood that everybody who cares to 
meet at 1:30 in the auditorium for what 
is called the students’ prayer meeting. 
Th's is my second year in school and | 
can say I don’t know of a meeting that 
has not resulted in some one’s being 
blessed. There have been times when we 
have shouted, danced and rejoiced; there 
have been times when we have cried; 
there have been puzzling and perplexing 
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questions definitely answered; there have 
been times when souls have been saved. 
In these meetings we share the other one’s 
burdens and likewise have him _ share 
ours. There have been times when prob- 
lems have been solved, miraculously ; and, 
I would dare say, there have been times 
when futures have been determined—or 
at least inspired. I suppose the success of 
these meetings lies in the fact that at- 
tendance is not required. One comes if 
he desires, otherwise he does whatever is 
more important to him, in fact, we some- 
what discourage the idéa of compulsory 
attendance. This service lasts about one 
hour and a half. The remaining part of 
the afternoon is spent as the individual 
desires,,some sleeping or resting, some 
walking around, and some praying. I am 
sure the one praying receives the greatest 
blessing. 

The evening service starts at 6:30. 
Most of us take part in the song service 
and altar service, the other parts exceed- 
ing our ability. After the service we re- 
tire to our rooms and by ten o'clock we 
are in bed. “All lights are to be out by 
ten o'clock.”

Parliamentary Law 


There are other subjects in the B. T. 
S. curriculum that are classed as being 
of more importance than parliamentary 
law and yet I am convinced that to ob- 
tain a thorough knowledge of this sub- 
ject alone is ample reward for all efforts 
the student might expend in coming to 
the school. 

Parliamentary law is a basic system 
of logical rules for governing the trans- 
acting of business in assemblies, and is 
in use, to a greater or lesser degree, 
wherever there is organization. From the 
lowliest school and social club to the 
halls of the United States Congress the 
system is in use with but slight devia- 
tions, 

No assembly can transact business in- 
telligently without some knowledge of 
parliamentary procedure. Without such 
knowledge the house would generally be 
in a state of confusion, with three or 
four members attempting to speak at the 
same time, several subjects pending, and 
other confusing conditions that make it 
impossible to give intelligent considera- 
tion to any matter of business. 

In our modern day with its enormous 
population and its gigantic commercial 
and industrial operations our prosperity 
and well being depend more and more 
upon organized effort. Civic clubs, 
booster clubs, workers’ organizations and 
other similar movements are the order of 
the day, and it is imperative that every- 
one know parliamentary law if they 
would co-operate with, and receive the 
full benefits from such movements. 

Those who are preparing themselves 
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for the ministry should certainly make a 
study of this subject. It would be very 
helpful in conducting business meetings 
of the local church, in the general as- 
semblies, and in all councils pertaining to 
church affairs, Its value cannot be over- 
estimated.—Cecil Pirkle.

Dear friends in Christ, I take this 
method of expressing my appreciation of 
what God’s great healing power has done 
for me. For six years I had been in fast 
declining health with T. B. until the last 
year, only determination kept me up and 
doing. For five months the left lung 
was so painful I could not use my arm or 
scarcely breathe. 

A climax was reached June 28, 1936. 
I had a very severe hemorrhage of the 
lung. For thirty-five minutes I spit one 
mouthful of clotted blood after another. 
As I searched my heart for words of 
comfort and truth for my five fatherless 
children, these words came to my mind, 
“This is not a sickness unto death, but 
for the glory of God.” I told them I 
was not dying then. That was all I 
could promise at the time. A short time 
later I collapsed from weakness and a 
doctor was called, He packed me in ice 
from the waist to the crown of my head 
and ordered me not to move as another 
hemorrhage would be fatal. 

In the afternoon some Church of God 
people came in and I asked an interest in 
the evening prayer. A special prayer was 
held in my behalf. One and _ one-half 
weeks later terrible spells of weakness 
and sinking to a subconscious state over- 
came me, each one getting harder and 
longer, until the last held me in its grip 
seven hours. The doctor had given me 
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up, saying there was nothing to do but 
keep the heart pulsating with stimulants. 
For four days and nights I was kept alive 
with strychnine and ammonia internally, 
combined with ice water and alcohol 
baths. Early in the morning after the 
seven hours’ battle with death the night 
before, I realized another attack was 
coming on. At the same time I knew I 
could never survive even one hour of an- 
other attack. In whispers I began to 
“get my house in order.” I bade adieu to 
all my loved ones and made what I 
thought was my last request, then said, 
“Thy will be done, O Lord, not mine.” 
Then came this message, “Send for 
Brother Griffin” (Church of God pas- 
tor). Again in whispers I made known 
my request. 

I had been an interested visitor to the 
Church of God several times and loved 
the church, its staff, and all it stands for. 
In a short time Brother Griffin came and 
as near death as I was then, I felt at a 
loss as how to explain why { had sent 
for him. I didn’t know myself. I was 
saved at the age of fifteen, united with 
the Baptist church and lived as true a 
Christian life as I thought possible. I cer- 
tainly wasn’t afraid to die and _ face 
God’s judgment. All this I explained as 
best I could to Brother Griffin, anyway 
he seemed to understand, I asked for a 
short service for my benefit. He read 
a number of verses from the Bible and 
as he read my hopes were revived, my 
faith renewed, anda desire to _ live 
strengthened. As he went to prayer I 
requested that we ask God if it be His 
will to spare my life for the benefit of 
my children. God heard and answered 
prayer. In an hour I could speak loud 
enough to be heard at the foot of the 
bed. My fever had dropped almost to 
normal, and had it not been for such hor- 
rible weakness I could have gotten up 
then. Four days later I did get up. 


On the rinth day I went by automo- 
bile thirty-five or forty miles (and back) 
to a T. B. sanitorium for an X-ray. The 
picture showed clear and spotless, no 
trace whatever of T. B. Less than two 
months after I was healed I was sancti- 
fied and filled with the Holy Ghost. I 
united with the Church of God and at 
my request received water baptism. It 
meant giving up a number of so-called 
frierds and even a few relatives turned 
their backs upon us, but I would not 
give one day of this sweet, close com- 
munion with God for all the praise and 
admiration the worldly people can heap 
on me in a life time. I didn’t begin this 
life to turn back, but daily ask God to 
ever keep me worthy of His blessing and 
His gift of salvation.

teach the full truth to his congregation 
and allow them to run the great risk of 
not having oil in their vessel with their 
lamps. If you will take my three previous 
articles and read them all in connection 
with these two on “Who'll Go in the 
Rapture,” I believe you will see the im- 
portance of the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost with the evidence. 
THE JUDGMENTS

are several judgments spoken of in the 
Bible but there are three in which Je- 
sus will take a part.

4:1-8 
prove beyond a doubt that there will be 
a judgment of rewards and I am sure 
that this will take place at the time of 
the rapture. 2 Cor. 5:10 has reference 
to this judgment. Matt. 24:32-44 has 
reference to the kingdom judgment for

Jesus will sit on His father David’s 
throne and all nations will be gathered 
unto Him. This is just before He reigns 
a thousand years. He shall descend on the 
clouds of heaven, Rev. 19:11-16. Zech. 
14:4-7 describes the cleaving of the 
mountain and the valley made for the 
judgment of the nations. Then a thou- 
sand years of peaceful reign with Christ 
will be set up. 

The last judgment is after the thou- 
sand years are past, Rev. 20:7-9 de- 
scribes the working powers of Satan just 
at the close of the thousand years’ reign. 
Verse 10 describes the doom of Satan. 
Verses 11-15 describe the last judgment 
that will take place at the close of the 
thousand years’ reign. Three classes will 
be at the judgment.

Prince Edward Island, but we waited on 
the Lord. 

Word came at last and on Dec, 14th 
we left Kingman, Me. about 6:30 a. m. 
and at 6:10 p. m. the next day we ar- 
rived at Summerside, Can. We were met 
here by Brother Glenn, and after a short 
greeting we packed our baggage on his 
car and started on to West Devon, about 
thirty miles on, over some of the rough- 
est roads we have ridden over in a long 
time. About 10:00 p. m. we arrived at 
the parsonage. It is a farm place, the 
house has ten rooms, plenty of room for 
the workers who come here. 

Brother Glenn has been working hard 
to get things built up, both spiritually 
and temporally. This past summer he 
built a nice church here at West Devon, 
25x40 feet, and has it finished, all but 
ceiling it. It is 18x24, two stories high. 
This would have been finished but was 
hindered because of bad weather. This is 
where Sister Bloomingdale is buried. 
When she was buried only the founda- 
tion of the church was laid. Now they 
have both a church and’ parsonage. 

The people are very nice here and if 
there ever was a whitened harvest field, 
this is it. This is mostly a farming coun- 
try with a very few large towns, The 
island itself is one hundred thirty-five 
miles long varying in width from two 
to thirty-five miles. The total area is 
slightly more than two thousand square 
miles. The 1931 census gives the total 
population as 88,038, or forty persons 
to the square mile, Charlottetown is the 
largest city with a population of 12,000. 
Summerside is next with 4,000. There is 
no mission at either place, and there is 
a wonderful opportunity at Charlotte- 
town, but no workers. 

All who wish to write us may write 
to West Devon, P. E. I., Canada, as we 
expect to be here for the winter. Pray 
much for Brother Glenn and his family, 
and also for Ida, as this cold country 
is hard on her.—Two humble servants, 
Lester and Ida Hawkes.
